Sino- British understanding in connection with the question of te 
renewal of the Anglo-Japanese alliance. It was wrong to suppose 
that the Chinese would be less thankful than the citizens of other 
countries or less willing to express gratification at the chance now 
given to cement world-peace. 
“In regard to the statements concerning political parest in China, 
the Legation emphasises the very great handicaps which the Ghinesa 
must overcome before a complete reform in Administration can be 
accomptished, ‘and declares that the chinese rely largely upon the 
sympathy and friendship of the Western peoples for progress and the 
solution ofdifficulties, and hurriedly-formed opinions unnecessarily 
discourage them in their difficals task of building up a stable 
republic. .

THE RENTS BILL. 
Before Legislative Council 
To-day. 


. 
‘THE GOVERNMENT 
. BLAMED. 


At the meeting of the Lezis- 
tative Council held this afternoon 
the Rents Bill came up for its 
second reading. 

Since the Bill was first in- 
troduced it bas deen. very 
exhaustively discussed in the 
public press, by the Chinese 
Coamber of Commarce and by 
Chinese tenants, petitions having 
been presented to the Governmant 
by the Chamber and by a repre- 
sentative body of tenants. In 
addition to the two petition» 
alreriy announced by the Tete- 

praph, a further petition was pre- 
sented to the Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs on Saturday: on 
behalf of Chinese tenants, this 
baaring 10,142 chopa and 326 
signatures representing « about 
230,000 people It was presented 
by the Rev. Mr. Mok Lai-chi and 
staled that a lawyer's petition had 
already been sent to H.E. the 
Governot on pebalf ofthe tenants 
who, since the introduction of the 
Bill, had been “dancing 2nd sin g- 
ing for ths benevolence of the 
Governor.” 

In the Government Gazette 
cirealated on Saturday, it was 
announced that ceriain Govern- 
ment amendments would be made 
to the Bill to-day.

In moving .the sacond . read- 
ing the Hon. Attorney General 
atated that the ptifmary object of 
the Bill was to keep « roof over 
thé heads of tenants and to 
protect ‘them against excessive 
He went on to 
explain thst the house shortage 
Lad been brovght about by 
the increase in population and by 
the failure of builders to keep 
pace with that growth. That 
shorisge had been greatly 
aggravated by speculation and by 
greedy landlords and it was pro- 
posed to check that aggravation 
by fixing ® standard rent and 
to restrict ejectment. Since 
the Bill had been “ntroduced 
it hed been very widely discuss- 
ed and the Government : ap- 
preciated the helpfal suggestions 
that bad been made. He wished 
to” acknowledge the great 
assistance given by the Hon. Mr. 
A. E. Pollock. 

Proceeding to examine some of 
the suggestions made, Mr. Kemp 
said that the Goverament conl4 
not accept the suggestion that the 
“standard rent” should be based 
on @ percentage basis as compar- 
ed witb pre-war rent, as the 
increases differed so widely. 
Regarding the establishment of 
a Fair Rents’ Board they thought 
that although ‘thst would 
be a fair method of dealing 
with the matter a great deal of 
time and money would be wasted 
and he very much doubted 
whether the decisions would be 
uniform or eqaaliy fair.

A proposal for an exroriment 
which may prove. Einstein's 
theory of selativity-to.be all 
wrong has been placed before 
scientific men at Princeton, and 
it bas aroosed the greatest in- 
tarest- This is to test the pull of 
tbe rotating earth upon the ether 
tolearn whether there is a drag, 
whole or partial, add it bas 
several posgible reauits, the most 
important of which is ita effect 
on the theory of relativity. « 


ments to determine the pass- 
age of the earth throush the 
either~-the failure of which to 
give a positive result led to the 
discovery by Einstein of his laws 
of retativity—and who recenily 
discovered a way to measure the 
diameter of fixed stars, has offer- 
ad to perform the experiment 
himself. Professor Einstein was 
at first inclined to doubt 
that it would have any bearing 
on his theory, but, after thinking 
it over, has decided that it isa 
new and practical way of testing 
his theory, and has described it 
as “wonderfnl.”. : 


The experiment has bean 
evolved after months of caleula- 
tion by Dr. Ludwik Silberstein 
of the research laboratories 
of the Eastman Kodak 
Co..in Rochester. As out-lined 
by Dr. Silberstein the theory is 
briefly this: , 

WHAT NEW THEORY MEANS. 

Tf a beam of light is sent around 
a closed ciresit in ope direction 
and at the same time in the other 
lirection the time taken by the 
light in both cases is equal, pro- 
vided that the experiment is 
parformed by means of an ap: 
paratts fixed in the luminiferous 
medium, or ether. If, however, 
tbe apparatos is rotating with the 
aarth with respect to the ether, 


‘then the times taken by the light 


to cover the circuit in one 
and the opposite directions will 
Tiffex. 

The lagging behind of one rela- 
tive ta the other will be greater, 
the greater the velocity and the 
greater the area enclosed within 
he circuit. Togive a numerical 
example: If the enclosed area 
f a horizontal circuit is one 
lauare- kilometre and’ if ‘green 
lizht be used, and the experiment 
is performed at the latitude of 
Chicago, and if the angular 
velocity relative fo the ether is 
160 degrees cach 24 hours, then 
the retardation will be as great 
as 1.4 periods of oscillation of the 
light used. . 


By modern interferometric 
methods, the method used by Pro- 
feszor Michaelson'in determining 
“be size of the star Betelgeuse. i> 
he hands of skilled investigators 
001 of a period can be measar- 
“i. The retardation of & 
yeriod means visually the shift 
of certain interference pat- 
terns by the whole fringe widths, 
snd it is possible to measure 
xactly .0OLofashift- .. 

The shift is ascertained by 
sending the split light rays 
around the circuit of an equil- 
steral triengle. At one corner of 
‘he triangle is placed a semi- 
silvered plate “of: glase, whore 
fanction. it is to split the light 
beam into two partial beams. The

4+lose an area doe aquare kilometre 


in extent, ough Dr. Silberstein 
hopes it will be possible to per- 
form the experiment with a 
triangle ‘of only .l.of a square 
kilometre,.or éven less. 


LIGHT RaYS TO BE USED. 
The light beam reflected from 
the silvered portion of the plate 
of glass movesin a curve regembl- 
ing a parabola from point 
to point on the imside of the 
tringle, and egainst the. rotation 
of the earth. This is tho rey. 
that is firstrent by reflexion on 
shutting off the’ transparent 
portion of the glass. The second 
ray goes in the apposite direction 
through the unsilvered portion of 
tbe glass, and also moves. ina 
curve almost parabola from point 
to point on ‘the outside of the 
triangle.

Based on the other theory the 
effect shonld be either equal to 
this fall valne, if there is no drag- 
ging of the other by the spinolag

Hf, therefore, the experiment 
which Professor Michselson will 
perforrn gives a full value of the 
shift, this will harmonize with the 
generalrelativity theory as wellas 
with the ether theory, but-if tbe 
affect is nil, or only a fraction of 
the full shifk of 1.4 per. square 
kilometre, it will be a death blow 
to the relativity theory,” although 
coropatible with the ether theory. 
testifying simply to a partial 
drag. 

When Dr. Silberstein ont ined 
his idea to Professor Einstein the 
latter was doubt‘ul of its applica- 
tion, bat after thioking it over 8 
day or two, told Dr. Silberstein 
that he appreciated the, sound. 
ness of the reasoning on which i! 
wus based, and said ft was of the 
highest interest. He showed the 
greatest impartiality, aod sald be 
would glediy recognize a fraction 
a} shift as a blow ‘to his theory, 
and at the samo time enjoy the 
demonstration of tba covel phe 
comens. However, both Dr. Si} 
berstejn and Prutfessor Einstein

THE MICHAELSOS-MORL2+ 
: EXPERIMENT. 

Dr. Silberstein warted agains’ 
any confusion of this experimen’ 
with the Michalson-Morley ex 
periment which led to the theory 
of relativity, but there is this 
similarity io that. they both used 
light-rays for which the ether is 
the medium to detect motion of 
the earth in the ether. In th 
Micbelsou-Morlsy experimen 
the attempt was madé to learn 
the translational mation of the 
earth, whereas in this experiment 
the attempt will be made to de- 
termine what effect the spinning 
motion of the earth has upon -the 
ether. " :

600,000,000,000 per second. 
‘Michaelson and Morley tried 
their experiment, and in place of 
the easily measurable result- 
which they snticipated, they got 
nothing. ‘he Ight waves came 
back over’ the two paths in ex- 
actly the same interval of time.” 
When this came to Hinstein’s 
attention and he studied it for's 
time he came to the conclusion 
that it was not. possible by 
physical experiment to detect the

THE SINO-GERMAN AGREEMENT. 


China, like the Cuited States, has ceased to be at war 
with Gerinany. The technical state of belligerency is 
terminated by the asreement ratified this month, and the 
step is worth noting because uf the gratification aroused in 
Chinese circles, to say nothing of German «uarters. 
Members of the Chinese Administration and of the 
Chamber of Commerce in the capital express their gratifica- 

~ tion at the renewal of relations. and while some of this 
may be discounted as the kind vf thing custoniary upon 
such an oceasion there is a sufficiently - significant uote 
running through their observations. As one expresses 
the situation: “The agreement restores Germany as a 
serious competitor tv England and America in China. 
The English and Americans have thus lust the monopoly 

_ which has beeu theirs stnee the outbreak ‘uf the War, and 
they will have to work harder than they have hithertd and 
ay nore attention to the requirements of the Chinese 
Paying public if they hope to retain their fair share of 
China's import trade in the future.” 

‘In support of this we are told-that Chinese commercial 
men have for some time beer much interested in a renewal 
of trade and diplomatic relations, as since the outbreak of 
the war. China has suffered. yreatly from a lack of those 
German goods upon which she depended. The advent of 
peace in Europe did not do much to remedy this, as 
Germans trying to do business in China had oo legal 
status. Chinese business men declare that the re-establish- 

" ment of relations between China and Germany will bea 
benefit to both countries. and will play an important part 
in the industrial and commercial development of China. 

-So.may it bo. The. world will assuredly welcome any 
factor contributing to so desirable a result. which must 
enure to the advantage of all enterprising traders doing 
-business in this part of the’ globe. Such a country as 
Germany is practically certain to reassert her industrial 
proclivities, and sv long as the competition is conducted 
upon fair lines rivals cannot complain. 

: Et is sufficiently mauifest that in secking to rebuild 
her Far Eastern connections Germany is likely to have a 

- friendly China to assist her. As a race the Germans, in 
the days of their prosperity. were somewhat unpopular 
among other nations on account of a certain arrogant 

‘ deportment, but they. ‘got along pretty well with the 

. Chinese, despite the wrenching away of. Kiao-Chau and 

‘the historic injunction of the Kaiser at the time of the 
“Boxer expedition. There is a specific reason why Chinese 

y merchants welcome. the return of “Fritz,” seeing that 

* they naturally hope to gain by the increased competition, 
especially as they believe that the low value of the mark 
will make it possible for thein to purchase on very favour- 
able terms.

Defaulting Juryman Fined. 


Trouble with a Chinese woman 
over her child led to Ip Kam 
Pin’s appearance in the dock 
before Mr. Justice Wood at the 
Criminal Sessions this morning. 
He was charged with wounding 
a& woman named Chan Ying with 
& pair of scissors on June 16th. 


Mr. F. Dyer Ball conducted the 
case for the Crown. Prisoner 
was not legally represented. The 
jary were Messrs. A. C. Franklin 
(foreman), J. 4. B. de Silva,.J. F. 
Anderson, D. P. J. Lopes, H. J. 
Koch, A. Mendes and 8. Allison. 


The case, as outlined by the 
prosecution, was thet the 
woman, a widow, with one 
child—a girl abont 6 yeare of 
age. The woman met prisoner in 
Canton about 15 months ago and 
and the three of them came to 
Honsgong in May ast year. 
Prisoner took them to a house in 
Third Street where they lived 
together for about ten days. 
At.the end ‘of that time 
they found that their fands were 
getting -low and the woman 
pawned e@ great deal of her cloth- 
ing and eventually, at prisoner's 
suggastion, she went in a house 
of ill fame. Prisoner suggested 
that she should sell her daughter, 
bus this she refesed to do. 
Prisoner obtained money from 
her and theatened to sel! the 
‘child, which had been teft in the 
care of another party in Third 
Street. On June 16th prisoner 
came to the house where the 
woman lived, in. WaterStreetand 
demanded money. She refused 
to give him any. and he went 
away saying that he was going to 
sell the daughter. Later in the 
evening the woman learned that 
the child had been taken away 
from the house where she lived 
and soon after prisoner agains 
visited het. There was a quarrel 
and. it was alleged by complain- 
ant’prisonor took a pair of scissors 
from his pocket and stabbed her 
inthe eye. No arrest was made 
that night but at about seven 
o'clock the next morning prisouer 
gave himself up to the police. 

Evidence in support of this 
statement was given by a number

Hongkong, it was stated this 
morning. The ships, which were 
constructed to burn oil under the 
boilers, were converted to coal- 
burning vessels shortly after their 
entrance into these waters, owing 
to the scarcity and the conse- 
quent high price of oil for fueling 
purposes. Of the dozen ships 
only one—the Lake Farrar—was 
tnot changed. 

The drop in the price of oil now 
makes it more economical to do 
away with the coal grates in the 
stoke-holds and instead refit the 
oil-burning machinery. | The
